Mrs.  Rees  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  1967  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  in  your  Borough. 

This  is  a Statutory  Report  made  in  accordance  with  the  Welsh  Board 
of  Health  Circular  l/68  (Wales). 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1947 . Section  47° 

Once  again  I am  very  pleased  to  report  that  no  action  was  necessary 
under  this  Act. 

This  Section  deals  with  the  compulsory  removal  from  their  homes  of 
people,  generally  elderly,  who  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  who 
are  unahle  to  look  after  themselves  and  who  receive  no  help  from  others  and 
are  in  such  a state  that  their  conditions  are  prejudicial  to  their  health. 

Many  old  people  accept  the  services  of  a home  help  so  they  con  live  in 
their  own  familiar  surroundings,  others  move  into  the  County  Council  Welfare 
Homo  at  Dollys,  while  others  are  cared  for  by  their  own  family.  It  is  only 
very  occassionally  that  action  is  necessary  under  this  Section  and  when  this 
is  so  it  is  only  taken  after  all  other  methods  have  failed. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  Montgomeryshire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the  water  supply  and 
a detailed  report  from  the  Manager  of  the  Board  can  be  found  later  in  this 
report . 

Vfeter  samples  are  taken  regularly  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector.  Samples 
of  treated  water  taken  in  July  were  reported  as  "insufficiently  chlorinated"  and 
this  was  reported  to  the  Manager  of  the  Water  Board.  All  other  samples  throughout 
the  year  were  satisfactory. 

SEWERAGE 

Following  the  enquiry  held  by  an  Inspector  from  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health 
regarding  improvements  to  the  sewerage  system  and  new  sewage  disposal  works,  the 
Council  received  this  report  early  in  1967.  From  this  report  the  following 
recommendations  were  made s- 

(a)  That  the  Council  make  formal  agreements  for  the  reception  of  trade  wastes 
with  the  Companies  involved  without  delay. 

(b)  That  the  Borough  Surveyor  investigate  the  condition  of  the  18"  outfall 
sewer  in  order  to  ascertain  the  work  necessary  and  ensure  that  the  sewer 
is  capable  of  dealing  effectively  with  the  full  flow  for  which  it  was 
designed.  It  was  hoped  to  inspect  the  outfall  sewer  by  means  of  a television 
camera. 

(c)  That  the  Council  discuss  with  Authorities  concerned,  the  possibility  of 
bringing  the  foul  sewage  from  the  school  buildings  South  of  the  town  into 
the  Council's  sewer. 

(d)  That  the  County  Surveyor  be  approached  regarding  the  surface  water  drainage 
in  Eastgate  Street,  being  disconnected  from  the  foul  sewer. 

(e)  That  the  Council  instruct  the  Consulting  Engineers  to  proceed  with  the 
scheme. 

The  cleaning  and  television  inspection  of  the  trunk  sewer  was  carried  out 
and  a full  report  of  its  condition  was  submitted  to  the  Consulting  Engineers. 


The  Education  Committee  were  of  the  opinion  that  every  opportunity  should 
he  taken  to  dispose  of  the  present  plant  at  the  Junior  and  High  School  and  to 
connect  the  school  buildings  to  the  town's  sewers. 

The  County  Surveyor  has  carried  out  a survey  to  disconnect  surface  water 
from  the  Eastgate  Street  sewer  and  Dollys  Road  sewer. 

The  Consulting  Engineers  were  asked  to  proceed  with  the  scheme. 

Throughout  the  year  attempts  were  made  to  come  to  an  agreement  regarding 
trade  effluent,  hut  hy  the  end  of  the  year  no  agreement  has  been  reached. 

This  agreement  is  with  leather  manuf acturers  in  the  town,  in  which  industry 
toxic  metals  are  used.  It  is  necessary  that  a pre-treatment  plant  is  built 
at  these  works  to  reduce  the  effluent  to  a standard  required  by  the  local 
authority.  This  standard  is  governed  by  the  Severn  River  Authority’s  consent 
to  discharge  storm  water  into  the  River  Severn. 

The  difficulty  lies  in  designing  a suitable  plant  to  deal  with  this  and 
it  is  in  the  hands  of  the  British  Leather  Manufacturers  Research  Association 
who  are  advising  the  local  firm  in  this  matter. 

Throughout  the  year  routine  maintenance  of  sewers  and  sewerage  farm  was 
carried  out . 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

It  is  with  regret  that  I report  that  much  vandalism  occurs  at  the  Public 
Conveniences  in  the  town.  „ 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  refuse  tip  at  Cwmbellan  is  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition  - it 
is  shared  with  the  rural  district. 

HOUSING 

12  flats  were  completed  at  Penguelan.  There  were  originally  20  pre--fabricated 
bungalows  at  Penguelan  and  these  are  being  replaced  by  15  permanent  bungalows  and 
a block  of  16  garages.  At  the  end  of  the  year  10  of  these  bungalow's  were  under 
construction. 

There  are  no  plans  for  any  further  housing  development  in  the  borough  at 
present . 

There  is  nothing  further  to  report  regarding  the  re-development  of  old 
Church  Place  nor  obtaining  a site  in  Brook  Street. 

Private  house  building  - during  the  year  5 houses  were  under  construction 
and  4 were  completed. 

The  4 Council  owned  cottages,  Kington  Cottages  w/ere  demolished  and  2 further 
houses  that  had  previously  been  closed  were  demolished. 

Six  discretionary  grants  and  two  standard  grants  were  made  for  the  improvement 
of  the  houses  in  the  Borough. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSE 

All  meat  at  this  slaughterhouse  is  inspected  by  Mr. J. LI .Williams  and  in  his 
absence  arrangements  are  made  for  the  Public  Health  Inspector  from  the  rural 
district  to  carry  out  these  duties. 

Due  to  the  foot  and  mouth  epidemic  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the  farm  slaughter- 
houses in  the  rural  district  were  closed  and  thus  there  was  a much  heavier  kill  at 
the  local  slaughterhouse.  This  the  Borough’s  Public  Health  Inspector  dealt  with 
satisfact orily. 


VITAL  STATISTICS 


There  were  24  live  births  in  Llanidloes  in  1967  which  gives  a rate  of 
10.13  per  1,000  population  compared  with  13.14  in  1966.  Of  these  13  were 
hoys  and  11  were  girls . 

There  were  no  illegitimate  births. 

There  were  no  home  confinements,  no  still  births  and  1 premature 
birth  compared  with  5 in  1966. 

There  was  one  infan+-  death  occuring  in  the  first  week  of  life  and  this 
gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  41-7  Per  17000  live  births  compared  with 
a rate  of  32.3  in  1966. 

There  were  33  deaths  which  gives  a rate  of  13.92  per  1,000  population 
compared  with  I8.64  in  1966.  The  national  average  is  11.2. 

I would  point  out  that  there  were  18  deaths  of  elderly  people  over  the 
age  of  75  years.  Many  of  these  occured  in  the  chronic  sick  hospital  where 
after  a person  has  been  resident  for  longer  than  six  months  he  is  regarded 
as  being  an  inhabitant  of  Llanidloes.  Deaths  of  people  in  the  local 
hospital  are  transfered  to  the  person's  normal  place  of  residence  if  it  is 
outside  the  Borough. 

It  v/ill  be  seen  from  the  table  giving  the  cause  of  death  that  coronary 
disease  accounts  for  10  deaths  and  malignant  neoplasms  for  8 deaths.  There 
was  one  death  from  tuberculosis. 


I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  I have  from  my 
colleagues  in  the  Borough  Council  offices,  and  to  the  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  and  of  the  Council  for  the  interest  they  show  in  the  health  of 
this  Borough.

LLANIDLOES 


There  was  one  infant  death  at  4 hours  and  was  due  to  prematurity  and 
congenital  malformation  of  the  limbs. 

MACHYNLLETH  URBAN  DISTRICT 

There  were  no  infant  deaths. 

NEWTOWN  URBAN  DISTRICT 

There  was  one  infant  death  at  1 week  due  to  pneumonia  of  infancy. 
MACHYNLLETH  RURAL  DISTRICT 

The  baby’s  death  at  2 months  was  due  to  pyelitis,  gastroenteritis 
and  prematurity. 

NEWTOWN  RUBAL  DISTRICT 

One  infant  death  at  4 hours  was  due  to  respiratory  distress,  one  at 
17  hours  was  due  to  hyaline  membrane  disease  and  prematurity  and  death  in 
the  infant  of  7 months  was  due  to  hydrocephaly.

LLANIDLOES 


One  new  case  was  notifxed  - a female  age  80  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis  . 

This  patient  died  later  in  the  year,, 

Two  other  names  were  removed  fiom  the  register  hoth  due  to  recovery  s- 

1.  was  a woman  who  was  36  in  1962  when  notified  with  tubercular  involvement 
of  the  pelvis. 

2.  A woman  who  was  22  in  1954  when  notified  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  11  names  on  the  register. 

MACHYNLLETH  URBAN  DISTRICT 

One  new  case  was  notified  - a man  aged  64  - suffering  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

One  name  was  removed  from  the  register,  due  to  recovery.  This  was 
a man  who  was  26  in  1962  when  he  was  notified  as  suffering  from  tubercular 
cervical  adenitis. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  14  names  on  the  register. 

NEUTOUN  URBAN  DISTRICT 

Two  new  cases  were  notifieds- 

1.  A man  of  58  with  tubercular  cervical  adenitis. 

2.  A nan  of  33  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

One  name  was  removed  from  the  register  - due  to  recovery  - a man  of 
32  who  moved  here  in  1966. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  16.  names  on  the  register. 

MACHYNLLETH  RURAL  DISTRICT 

One  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  a man  of  53  was  notified. 

One  name  was  removed  from  the  register  - a woman  of  51  who  had  been 
notified  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  1962  - she  died  from  another  complaint. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  17  names  on  the  register. 

NEWTOWN  AND  LLANIDLOES  RURAL  DISTRICT 

One  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  a man  of  76  was  notified. 

Two  names  were  removed  from  the  register s- 

1.  Due  to  recovery  - a man  of  28  in  1947  when  notified  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

2.  Due  to  death  - a female  of  58  in  1962  when  notified  with  tubercular  peritonitis . 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  29  names  on  the  register.

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WATER  SUPPLIES  THROUGHOUT  THE  DISTRICTS 


This  information  has  very  kindly  heen  supplied  by  the  Montgomeryshire 
Water  Board . 


a.  The  water  supply  of  the  area  concerned  has  generally  been  satisfactory, 
both  in  quality  and  in  quantity. 

b.  Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  regularly  and  the 
results  are  shown  in  a later  table. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  bulk  of  unsatisfactory  samples  have  come 
from  the  Llanbrynmair  source.  This  supplies  the  extensive  mains 
layout  of  the  Machynlleth  Rural  District  Comprehensive  Scheme,  where 
owing  to  the  low  demand,  difficulty  has  been  obtained  in  maintaining 
satisfactory  results  from  the  extremities  of  the  system.  The  method 
of  treatment  has  been  modified  and  recent  results  have  proved 
satisfactory. 

c.  Flouride  content  of  the  various  supplies  is  less  than  0.001  ppm. 

d.  pH  correction  is  carried  out  where  necessary  and  values  are  such 
that  there  should  be  no  plumbo-solvent  action.
